1.  Sunnary  of  Personnel  Activities:  Uorale  'regained  high  during  Novemher 
and  Decenher  as  the  Division  continued  operations  on  the  Bong  Son  Plain* 
Administrative  support  elements  remained  based  at  An  Khe  and  experienced 

no  new  problems  in  providing- personnel  servioes'for  the  forward  elements. 

In  mid  January  the  Division  HeadQULrters  and  Ist  fi^igsde  moved  from  the 
Pershing  AO  to  the  Hue  Hiu  Bai-Quang  M,  area  and  were  joined  there  by  the 
3rd  Brigade,  The  sliift  of  the  division  away  from  An  Khe  taxed  the  adnii>» 
istrative  support  agencies  and  brou^t  about  a  reali^aent  of  responsibilitieB* 
The  most  significant  of  these  was-  the  planning  for  consolidation  of  all  rear 
area  activities  under  the  Adjutant  Generali  Replacements  are  to  bo  received, 
Ofuipped,  trained  and  moved-  forward  to  "their  units  under  AG  con-tipl,  Ry  the 

end  of  "the  month  most  important- personnel  services  had  been  rees-teblished, 
in  the  Jeb  S-tuart  AO. 

2,  Intelligence: 

a.  Weather  apd  Terrain  (Det  31,  '5th  Weather  Squadron) 

(1)  November  I967.  35ie  northeast  monsoon,  althou^  a  doa- 
inath'.g  influtooe  on  the  weather  pattern  during  November,  was  relatively 
ndid  having  only  -three  identifiable  surges,  and  these  were  of  li^t  to 
moderate  intortsity.  The  duration  of  the  surges  was  two  to  four  days. 

One  typhoon  (Typhoon  Freda)  developed  rapidly  west  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  moved  at  12  knots  westward  making  i-ts  landfall  on  9  Novegther 
at  Tuy  Hoa.  The  remainder  of  the  month  was  characterized  by  mild  weather. 

(2)  December  I967.  33ie  northeast  monsoon  continued  to  dom¬ 
inate  both  the  Pershing  AO  and  the  An  Khe  areas  diring  the  mou-tb  of  December. 
The  monsoon  was  light  "to  moderate  in  intensity  vdth  only  -two  surges 
(remnants  of  cold  fronts)  m-eving  thru  the  .area.  The  surges  occurred  from 
the  Ist  thru  the  5d  and  agedn  from  the  11th  thni  the  12th  of  the  month. 

Other  passages  were  3uspec"ted;  however,  60S6  of  "the  total  precipitation  for 
the  month  at  both  An  Khe  end  IZ  Two  Bits  occurred  during  the  five  day 
period  that  the  surges  were  in  the  area.  Maximum  wind  speeds  and  gusts  also 
occurred, during  the  surge  period. 

(3)  1-18  January  1968 

(a)  The  weather  in  the  Pershing  AO  was. generally  good. 

The- major  problem  encountered  was  low  clouds  "that  tended  to  form  during- the 
ni(^t  over  the  b.i^ier  ridges  causing  partly  obscured  tops  until  1000  to 
1200H,  Ceilings  on  tho  Bong  Son  Plain-  were  generally  2,000  feet  or  hi^er. 
Visibili-ty  on  the  plains  tos  good  with  few  restrictions  below  three  miles. 

Dense  morning  fog.  occurred  in  the  Interior  -valleys  about  once  every  three 
days.

The  2d  VC  Heglaent  continued  to  operate  In  the  Nui  hleu  Mountalna. 

The  93rd  Battalion  and  elements  of  an  unidentified  Sapper  unit  attacked 
LZ  Moon  during  the  early  morning  hours  of  10  January.  The  2d  Battalion,  41st 
ARVN  Regiment  repulsed  the  attackers  and  killed  41  NVA.  The  97th  Battalion  was 
engaged  on  2-3  January  In  the  Battle  of  the  Dam  Tra  0  Lake  and  suffered  97 
KIA.  Five  crew  served  weapons  were  captured  along  with  two  NVA  soldiers.  The 
9Sth  Battalion  continued  to  operate  In  the  southern  Nulnleu  Mountains  and 
suffered  30  KIA,  Including  the  Battalion  Executive  Officer,  on  10  January  In 
contact  with  C  1/9  Cav  and  as  a  result  of  USAF  air  strikes. 

The  7th  Battalion,  18th  NVA  Regiment  moved  from  the  mountains  west  of 
LZ  Crystal  and  Joined  the  remainder  of  the  18th  NVA  Regiment  In  the  Fhu 
Cat  Mountains  In  the  CRID  AO. 

Effective  190001  January  1968  the  1st  Air  Cavalry  Division  turned 
operation  Pershing  over  to  the  2nd  Bde,  under  the  operational  control  of 
IFFORCEV,  and  deployed  to  the  Jeb  Stuart  AO.  Enemy  losses  during  Operation

and  hedgerows,  and  rocon  by  fire  whenever  possible.  Each  track  should 
luavc  an  M-79  grenadier  assigned  to  it  and  shotild  carTy  at  least  five  M72 
IjAW*o  to  clorr  bunkers.  Tracks  and  disnounted  troox)s  should  advance  on 
lino  together.'  Bunlx-rs  must  bo  destroyed  or  cleared  as  the  miit  advancss. 
Encny  soldiers  crouching  in  partially  destroyed  bunkers  and  trenches  havo 
waited  until  th.e  assaulting  unit  was  past,  then  surf.-ned  and  fired  into 
the  rear  of  it. 

OBSERVATION:  Tracks  and  disnounted  infantry  oust  provide 
rwtual  support.  Dunkers,  spider  holes  and  other  hiding  areas  oust  'be 
cleared  as  tho  unit  advances.  A  second  assault  lino  is  often  useful  to 
oloar  tlioso  areas  and  allow  tho  load  unit  to  continue  its  ad'vanoo.

DISCUSSION:  Mines  and  'boo'by  traps  still  account  for 
a  high  porcontago  of  US  casualties.  Ifeito  discovering  now  iypos  of  booby 
traps  or  now  tcoliniquoo  of  avoiding  then  nuot  spread  tho  word  to  adjacent 
luiits  and  higher  hbadquarters. 


OBSERVATION:  The  following  tochniquos  should  bo  con¬ 
sidered: 

(a)  A  double  point  shoiild  be  used  whenever  possible. 

Even  in  donoo  terrain  it  should  operate  a  nininuii  of  ten  notors  in  front

DIoOUSSION;  T!io  engine  on  a  CH-54  holicoiitor  failed  just 
an  it  landed  in  a  forv;ajd  LZ.  Cause  of  failure  was  a.  foreign  iton  which 
had  been  ingested  into  tho  tiurbinc.  The  helicopter  had  just  delivered  a 
105nn  howitzer.  Had  the  failure  occurod  during  landing,  the  results  would 
have  boon  disasterous. 

02SEKV;.TI0N;  Units  nust  continously  insure  that 
landing  zones  arc  policed  prior  to  tho  arrivaJ  of  cargo  holicoptors. 

(6)  ITEM;  4.2  Inch  Mortam  for  Bane  Defense 

D18CUSSICH;  The  acqxrisition  of  4.2  inch  nortam  by 
1/9  Cav  significantly  increased  tho  fire  power  available  for  bano  defense 
of  tho  Two  Bits  conplcx.  Bioir  fires  were  used  to  supplaacnt  M-4?  "Duster" 
and  Slno.  nortar  fires  in  tho  nightly  interdiction  of  known  cncry  approaxh 
joutos  into  the  Two  3ito/Bong  Son  aj»a.  _  They  also  provided  on  iiancdiatoly 
ressonoivc  no-"nn  of  support  for  conba.t  patrols  and  anbuohos  operating  in 
tlic  Two  Bite's  b.-no  defense  axoa.

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OBSKEIMCIOH:-  Kiio  division  is  preparing  a  request 
for  MTOE  to  provide  additional  gunships  in  the  assault  helicopter  hattalions, 

(12)  HCEM:  Conhat  Assaults 

D1SC3IISSION:  ibcperience  has  qi'own  that  naintaining  a 
tight  fomation  during  the  enroute  fliglat  affords  hetter  control.  Boutcs 
to  the  B?  should  he  curved  instead  of  straight  to  allow  the  flight  leader 
a  greater  nargin  for  adjusting  his  tining  and  spacing.  Marking  rounds 
should  he  placed  dovnwind  fron  the  12  and  left  or  right  of  the  flight 
path  to  penait  the  pilots  to  oaintain  good  visual  contact  all  the  way  to 
the  ground;  Aircraft  should  ho  spaced  15  seconds  apart  to  Insure  fast 
efficient  unloading  on  one-ship  I2's. 

OBSER7ATIOH!  The  techniques  discussed  above  are  con¬ 
sidered  critical  in  planning  and  executing  conhat  assaults  particularly 
on  one-ship  12'oi  Comanders  should  continually  enphasizo  then; 

(13)  ITEM:  Jfight  Ulunination  During  Tactical  Bacrgcncics 

DISCDS3I0N:  During  two  tactical  encrgencies  in  Decenher 
enploying  CH-47  aircraft,  supported  units  failed  to  provide  continuous 
iUunination,  Apparently  ground  units  feel  the  only  tine  a  pilot  needs 
illunination  in  on  short  final.  This  is  erroneous,  Ulunination  also 
provides  a  safeiy  nargin  ly  outlining  high  terrain  in  the  innodiate  area, 
Intomittont  lighting  is  an  added  hazard,  hecause  the  hunap  eye  cannot 
respond  to  rapid  changes.  Continuous  light  is  the  safest 'neans  of  illu¬ 
nination. 

(14)  HEM:  Eire  Power  Coordination  in  IMLti-tfeit  Operations 

DISCUSSION:  During  the  6  Decenher  contact  on  the  Bong 
Son  Plain  (Battle  of  Tan  Quan),  one  infantry  hattalion  connander  was 
placod  in  control  of  all  nancuver  units;  in  conjunction  with  that,  his 
artillery  liaision  officer  was  placed  in  control  of  all  fire  support  in 
tho  area,  and  of  the  ohservors  on  the  ground.  This  led  to  a  n-inimm  of 
confusion  and  errors  and  a  naxlnun  safe  utilization  of  fire  power  noons, 

0BSE31VATI01J:  When  olcnonts  of  two  or  noro  hattalions 
arc  in  closo  contact  with  the  saao  onery  force,  tho  liaison  officer 
attached  to  tho  nancuver  connander  in  charge  of  the  situation  nust  ho  the 
only  fire  support  coordinator  for  the  action.  He  nust  he  collocated  wilh 
tlic  nnnouver  connander  and  nust  insxucc  that  tho  forward  ohservors  arc 
awcTO  of  conpany  houndarios  and  fire  coordination  lines. 

(15)  HEM:  Conplinontaiy  Use  of  CS  and  Artilleiy 

DISCUSSION:  During  tho  6  Decenher  contact,  hunkoi^ 
foxhole  conploxos  wore  attacked  ly  first  delivering  a  short,  hut  heavy- 
voluno  artilloiy  preparation,  followed  irmodiately  hy  a  CS  attack  hy  JJIA, 
After  giving  tho  gas  a  few  ninutes  to  take  effect,  another  heavy  preparation, 
using  fuzo  quick  and  fuzo  VT,  was  iirod  catching  nunorous  oncty  out  of 
thoir  holes  attonpting  to  avoid  the  gas, 

OBSERVATION:  The  use  of  CS  in  conjunction  with  axtilleay 
appears  to  ho  an  effective  technique.  Its  uoo  should  ho  considered  for 
future  operations. 

(16)  ITEM:  Necessity  of  Heavy  ArtiUo:y  Covorago 
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DISCUSSION:  Prior  to  tbo  6  Docenbor  contact  vicinity 
BS  9106,  A/7/1  Jth  Arty,  on  S-inch  battoiy  otationed  at  IZ  English,  hod 
been  rotubed  vith  175na' tubes  and 'displaced  fron  the  Pershing  AO,  loavijig 
only  B/7/l5th  Arty  to  provide  8  inch  oiqiport  in  the  entire  Pershing  AO. 

The  decision  was  nado  to  ^lit  B  Btiy  leaving  two  howitzers  at  LZ  Uplift, 
and  neve  the  other  two  into  A/7/l.5th  Arty*o  old  position  at  IZ  English. 

The  two  guns  were  actually  on  the  road  idion  the  contact  bxoko  out; 
however,  firing  was  'deity cd  for  several  hours  witLlo  the  guns  noved  into 
position  and  prepared  to  fire,  Has  need  for  an  entire  battery  of  8 
inch  guns  wca  apparent,  ibut  this  could' not  be  provided  without  leaving- the 
southern  half  of  the  Pershing  AO  without  8  inch  support.  As  it  was,  contact 
was  nado  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  AO  on  14  DocoDber,  and  the  two 
8  inch  gims  at  Uplift  ifcrc  used  cxtcnsivoly. 

OBSEOTATIOH;  Eight-inch  artillery  supporrt  nust  bo 
available  tliroughout  tho  area  of  operations.  The  "roving  battery"  cun- 
oept,  wherein  on  8  inch  battery  is  displaced  fron  fire  base  to  fire  base 
depending  on  firepower  rKiods,  is  not  an  acceptable  solution  becemse  of 
the  delay  incunbent  in  tho  novo,  Tinoly  fires  are  often  tho  dot'omining 
factor  in  a  battle.-  It  is  ir^orative  in  the  Pershing  AO  under  present 
circunstancos  that  at  least  two  batteries  of  8  inch  howitzers  bo  available 
for  support,  one  north  of  tho  Bong  Son  Biver  and  cnc.'-sputh- of  it. 

d,  logistioo 

(1)  ITIM:'  .^munition  Eandling  Safety 

DISCUSSION:  Supply  personnel  wore  transporting  packaged 
8tm  HE  nortar  rounds  fron  issue  point  to  firing  point.  It  was  assunod 
that  the  annunition  was  in  its  original  ’racking  with  all  safety  devices 
properly  installed  and  could  bo  handled  as  dosirod.  As  one  box  was  being 
placed  in  tho  annunition  storage  bunker  at  tho  firing  point  it  exploded 
and  sinultanoously  detonated  the  other  rounds  in  tho  bunker,  NosuX-ts: 
three  US  KIA  and  six  WIA,  Upon  investigation,  ronoval  of  unoaplodoed 
rounds  fron  their  containers  revealed  tliat  safety'  pina  were  nissing  fron 
tho  fuzes.  Bough  handling,  in  this  case,  caused  tho  round  to  am  anid 
additional  rougli  handling  caused  it  to  dotona.to, 

OBSER'T.VriON:  Ml  nortar  annunition  nust  bo  inspect  ed 
at  the  -ASP  boforo  it  is  issued.  If  the  seals  are  not  intact  tho  indi'vid- 
ual  rounds  nust  be  inspected  to  insure  that  safety  devices  are  in  place 
and  tliat  tho  rounds  are  dry  i\nd  serviceable.  Particular  attention  oust 
be  paid  to  annunition  which  has  been  back  hauled  fron  units  in  tho  field. 
All  annunition  wiiich  has  been  issued  mst  bo  thorou^ily  inspecte'd  before 
it  is  reissued, 

(2)  ITEH;  Hook  Danagc 

DISCUSSION:  A  CS-54A  hdd  its  cargo  hook  drnaged  wliile 
picking  up  a  155nn  Howitzer,  Tho  s-winging  hook  made  contact  with  the 
howitzer  with  such  force  that  tho  ncchanical  release  was  oxtenoivoly 
daneged.  The  hook  would  no  longer  function,  thoroforp  tho  uso  of  the 
CH-54A  was  lost  for  tho  duration  of  tho  mission, 

OBSERVATION:  Hookup  crows  nust  grasp  tho  hook  while 
conploting  tlio  hook-up  so  as  to  prevent  the  .swinging  I'jook  fron  strikinG 
tho  piece  of  cquipnont  to  be  transported,  liaxinuu  conhand  cnpJiosis  and 
training  nust  bo  devoted  to  hook-up  procedures  and  deter  all  attenpts  to 
place  tho  clovio  on  a  swinging  hook. 

(3)  ITEM:  Transportation  for  Idnc  Haul  of  Supplies  to  tho 
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mSCIISSION:  When  the  division  noved  into  I  CTZ  sufficient 
trucks  were  not  available  to  haul  supplies  to  the  division*  To  overcone 
this  critical  aituation  trucks  yore  levied  fron  tlie  subordinate  tmits  to 
help  bring  in  supplies.  This  inpaired  the  operations  of  the  units  and 
supplies  renained  at  a  critically  low  level. 

OBSERVITION:  Trucks  nust  bo  prepositioned  by  tho 
logistical  support  agency  to  haul  supplies  to  units  when  they  arrive  in 
the  area. 


(4)  ITEMt  Pre-positioning  of  Essential  Supplies 

DISCUSSION:  In  preparation  for  the  contingency  plan 
OPLAN  37-67  arrangenonts  were  nade  for  the  pre-positioning  of  amunitiou 
at  Phu  Bai  and  Qunng  Tri.  Hbwevor,  when  tlie  division  base  noved  to  Cai^) 
Evans  and  the  road  was  closed  ’between  Phu  Bai  and  Canp  Evans  iy  oneny 
ajction  tlsis  stockago  wan  of  no  use.  The  stoclca^c  at^Quang  Tri  was  not' 
adequate  for  tho  whole  division  and  transportation  was  not  available  to 
liaul  it  to  the  PSii»3. 

OESEEVdTIOH:  Prior  to  tlie  novenent  of  a  brigade  or 
laj^cr  size  unit  into  a  new  aroa^  critical  supplies  (aenunition,  POL, 
and  rations)  mist  bo  pro-stocked  and  provisions  naie  for  getting  then  to 
the  ESA  on  a  tinely  basis. 

(5)  HEM:  Placenont  of  Material  Handling  Equiprxsnt  (Hl^) 
to  Support  Large  Scale  Msves 

DISCUSSION:  On  the  air  rwvenent  to  tho  how  AO  larg.e 
quantities  of  general  cargo  was  slipped  on  pallets.  Much  of  this  carrgo 
was  essential  oquipnent  which  was  needed  iimoiiatoly  upon  arrival. 

However  a  g’reat  deal  of  difficxilty  was  encountered  at  tho  air  field  b  ecause 
of  non-availability  of  forklifts  and  even  noro  difficulty  was  cncount-orcd 
at  tho  new  base  carq)  for  the  sane  reason.  In  the  AS?  at  Canp  Evans 
again  there  was  no  MHE  for  unloading  annunition. 

OBSEnv;i?IOH:  In  a  novo  which  involves  bulk  cargo  HHE 
nust  bo  noved  prior  to  tho  cargo  or  ]?rc-positionod  to  facilitate  air  field 
cloaranco  and  destination  off  loading. 

(6)  ITEM:  Preparation  of  loading  Plans 

DISCUSSION:  Many  units  prepared  loading  ploi.s  and  sub- 
nittod  novenent  plans  accordingly,  but  vdion  they  arrived  at  the  departure 
airfield  they  had  larger  quantities  of  oquipnent  than  they  had  requested 
transportation  for.  This  caused  novenent  schedules  to  bo  adjusted  and 
generally  created  delay  and  confusion  of  tho  entire  operation, 

OBSERVjiTION:  Ifeitp  nust  prepare  accuarate  loading 
plans  and  stick  to  then, 

(7)  KEM:  Establishncnt  of  Mevonent  Priorities 

DISCUSSION:  Many  luvits  noved  by  air  various  itons  of 
non-cosontial  gear  such  as  furniture,  refrigerators,  showers,  etc.  This 
nisup.o.  of  air  transportation  caused  other  operational  essential  itens  to 
be  delayed  in  novenent. 

OBSERVATION:  Conroonders  of  all  units  nust  insure  that 
all  non-conbat  essential  gear  is  placed  in  tho  land  tail  and  only  conbat 
essentials  are  noved  by  air.  Priority  list  nust  bo  nado  and  adhered  to. 


SUBJECT:  OporationrJL  EolJort  for  ftiortorly  Foriod  Ending  3'l  Jonutay  I968 

(8)  ITiM:  Use  of  CIt47  Hslicoptoro  for  dirfiold  Clearance 

DISCUSSION:  When  units  arrived  at  Phu  Bai  Air  Pacilily 
nuch  of  the  oquipDcnt  such  as  howitzers  and  hundloo  of  onnunition  wore 
j)ro-riegod  for  sling  out*  Had  a  CB-47  boon  available  tluise  conbat  essential 
itens  could  havo  been  novod  inoodiatoly  to  position.  As  it  was  tho  sling 
rigged  bundles  wore  extrenoly  difficult  to  handle  vdth  fork  lifts  and  iaucks* 

Mules  which  were  conbat  loaded  offered  tHb  sane  difficulty.  Thgy 
had  to  be  tuiloadod'  by  hand,  tho  contents  placed  on  trucks,  and  the  nulcs 
thonsclvos  placed  on  trucks  by  hand.  Ead  a  CH-47  boon  available  they 
could  have  boon  slung  or  carried  intomclly  to  position. 

ODSEHV;J?IOH:  In  tactical  novos  uso  of  CH-47  holiooptors 
should  bo  planned  for  twving  certain  conbat  essentials  fron  the  arrival 
airfield  to  the  conbat  position, 

(9)  ITEM:  Unit  Marking  of  All  Equipoont 

DISCUSSION:  Sone  units  espcrioncod  difficulty  in 
identifying  thoir  oquipnont  when  it  arrived  in  tho  now  area.  This  was 
particularly  true  of  Conor  containers  and  other  lock  alike  itens. 

OBSERVATION:  Each  uiiit  rmot  have  a  distinctive  nark 
wiiich  is  clearly  visible  on  all  itens  of  equipnent. 

(10)  ITEM:  Advance  Fartica 

DISCUSSION:  Many  tuiits  arrived  without  knowing  whore 
to  go  or  what  to  do  when- they  arrived.  This  caused  a  largo  onount  of 
confusion  at  tho  airfield  and  at  tho  nc::  base. 

OBSERVATION:  Every  effort  nust  bo  node  to  got  advance 
parties  fron  each  laiit  into  tho  new  area  early,  with  transportation  and 
connunications « 

(11)  ITEM:  Transportation  for  Airfield  Clearance. 

DISCUSSION:  In  oiq>port  of  tho  novo  into  tho  Fhu  ^ 
area,  IH  ItAP  tasked  subordinate  Marino  units  at  Fhu  Bai  to  provide  20 
trucks  for  arrival  airfield  clearance.  On  the  first  day  of  tho  novo 
thirteen  (13)  trucks  showed  up  and  on  subsequent  days  various  other  reduced 
nunbers  of  trucks  wore  provided.  The  reduced  anount  of  truck  transporta** 
tion  was  not  adequate  to  aoconplish  airfield  clearance  in  a  tincly  twnneri 

OBSERVATION;  b/hen  a  large  unit  novos  into  a  now  AO 
tiw  headquarters  to  ^rfrich  it  is  Op  Con  nust  provide  sufficient  transporta¬ 
tion  to  novo  tho  unit  fron  tho  airfield  to  its  base, 

(12)  ITEM:  location  of  Division  Maintenanco  Battalion 

BISCUSSION;  bflron  tho  division  t»vcd  fron  El  Faso  to 
Carp  Evans  the  27th  Maintenanco  Battalion  renained  at  Fhu  Bai.  Shortly 
after  tho  novo  tho  road  between  Phu  Bai  and  Conp  Evans  was  closed  be  cause 
of  cnony  action.  This  lias  separated  tho  division  bajo  and  all  throe 
brigades  fron  tho  naintoncnco  battaJLion  severely  Uniting  the  capnbilily 
of  the  battalion  to  naintain  the  vehicles  of  tho  division. 

OBSERVATION;  Whenever  tho  division  novos  tho  27th 
Maintenance  Battalion  nust  novo  also  to  bo  in  a  position  to  provide  paropor 
naintonajice  support  to  all  units.

(13)  ITEM:  Bigging  of  Mrdrop  loodo  for  E^qjenditious  drop 
zone  clearance* 

BISCUSSIOH:  Tlie  moot  rapid  and  efficient  Dcthod  of 
cloating  heavy  drop  hundloo  fron  the  drop  zone  is  hy  use  of  the  CU-47 
helicopter.  The  1  s't  Cavaliy  Division  ftcqucntly  used  this  nothod  in 
rooeivinC' supplies  at  Conp  Evoms.  However  nuch  tine  was  loot  once  the 
bundles  landed  in  xigcinc  then  for  sling  out.  If  the  bundles  ircre  pro- 
rigged  prior  to  drop,  the  personnel  on  the  DZ  would  only  have  to  renovo 
the  ijaraolaito  and  attach  the  sling  to  tho  hook  on  the  helicopter.  The

OSSEDVATION:  Hosupply  bundles  siiould  be  rigged  for 
helicopter  sling'  out  prior  to  drop,  attaching  tho  parachute  to  the  sane 
sling  that  will  be  usod  for  sling  out. 

^14)  ITM:  Air  Movenent  of  Supplies 

DISCUbtjlON:  C”.nox  containers  which  arc  not  properly 
nountod  on  Air  Eoroo  pallets  or  exceed  naxinun  tare  wight,  c.auso  un¬ 
necessary  delay  in  aircraft  loading. 

OBSERVATION:  Connanders  mot  insure  proper  loading 
and  palletizing  of  Conox's  tlrcougli  close  supervision  and  inspection  of 
loads. 


(1 5)  .ITEM:  Pragnen'tation  of  Medical  Cocpanics  During  Out- 

loading. 


DISCUSSION:  Eragnentation  of  ncdical  units  during; 
cutlocding. operations  cuts  imit  effectiveness  and  causes  loss  of  tina  in 
tho  acconplislment  of  nodical  nissions. 

OBSERVATION:  Medical  cotrpanies  shoiOLd  not  bo  fragncintod 

during  out-loading. 

(16)  ITEM:  6,000  lb  Bough  Terrain  Eorklifto 

DISCUSSION:  Tho  5,000  lb  forklift  organic  to  tho  lot 
Cavalry  Division  has  an  unacceptable  service-  lift  for  nomal  ESE  opora- 
tions.  Kie  6,000  lb  rougli  terrain  forkHft  is  ideal  for  FSE  operations 
and  is  transportable  by  C-130. 

OBSERVJiTION:  All  3,000  lb  forklifts  in  tho  PSE»s 
should  bo  replaced  hy  6,000  lb  forklifts. 

(17)  ITEM;  PlaccQcnt  of  Parachute  Rigger  Dctoclmonts  a.t 

Each  ESE. 


DISCUSSION:  Parachute  rigger  dotnehnonts  at  tho  ESE's 
greatly  facilitate  sling  out  ojxjrations  and  assist  tho  units  in  foriiaxd 
areas  in  tho  retrograding  of  air  dolivciy  equipnont, 

OBSERVATION:  Bigger  detachnonts  should  be  node  a 
nomal  part  of  tho  ESE  orGrniz.ation. 

(is)  ITEM;  Efficient  Main-tonance  of  Aircr.aft  Records 

DISCUSSION:  Unit  naintcnanco  personnel  arc  not 
maintaining  aircraft  records  in  accordance  with  prooeduros  outlinod  i.n 
apprcpri.ato  publications.  This  c.-nsos  tho  Direct  Support  Unit  to  crpiend 
an  oxcosoivo  number  of  nanliours  in  correcting  foms  .and  records. 
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OBSHKVillOH:  Ttait  nointoncnco  poroonnol  should  bo 
instructed  as  to  tho  inportance  of  tudutrlning  corroct  aircraft  foms  and 
records*  Haxiiun  cocoond  cr^hasio  should  be  devoted  to  tliis  subject. 

(19)  I5EM;  TCB-29»e7T 

EISCDSSIONt  Forj«ird  Support  Ectachoents  arc  con¬ 
tinually  called  on  to  iirovido  rdcovojy  services  for  2j-  and  5  "ton  trucks, 
and  to  change  najor  assonblioc  in  tliesc  vohiclos*  Based  on  those  roguire- 
fxints,  the  3/4  ton  wreckers  now  authorized  in  tho  Forward  Support  Eetach- 
nonts  are  inadoguato.  Dotaclinents  "A”  and  "(7*  presently  continue  to  lUJo

{21 )  ITEM:  Handling  and  Supply  of  Barrier  Material 

DISCUSSION:  Prior  to  August  196?:  oil  barrior  natcrial 
used  b.  lid/icionaJL  units  in  An  Khe  was  received  directly  fron  Qui  Nhon 
by  tho  Division  Olass  II  & 'Tf  yard.  All  issues  of  barrior  natcrial  was 
nado  to  unitsrfron  tlio  Class  H  &  IV  yard  and  to  satisfy  otockago  reguro- 
nonto,  it  leoguirod  a  largo  storage  area  witliin  tho  II  &  IV  facilily. 
Coordination  was  aado  with  the  54Ctb  Engineer  Co,  AKSAC  for  tho  support 
of  all  barrier  natcrial  and  to  elininatc  existing  otockago  regurenonto. 

OESERVATIOH:  Currently,  all  barrier  naterinl  for  use 
in  the  TAOR  other  tlian  tho  heavy  tinbor,  i.o,  4x4  and  larger,  is  leguis- 
tionod  fieri  tho  540th  Engineer  Conpany  for  issue  to  units  within  the 
division.  For  those  itens  not  stocked  at  tlic  Class  II  &  IV,  i.o.  4*4 
tinbor  and  larger,  rcgucsts  ate  forwarded  by  Class  II  &  IV,  to  the  540th 
Engineer  Cotgiany  for  issue  and  pickup  by  tlw;  unit.  The  systen  now  xitilizod 
has  proven  to  be  beneficial  to  the  division  in  that  the  nunber  of  d.ryo  of 
supply  on  liand  at  the  Class  H  «  IV  yard  lias  boon  substantially  roduiced 
and  storage  space  is'bcing  cffoctivoly  utilized  for  other  icsourcoo.

As  a  result 
of  the  test,  the  Air  Force  agreed  to  lower  its  present  minimum  altitude  of 
3,000  feet  to  a  more  effective  level,  the  altitude  to  be  determined  after 
Au?tlier  tests  have  been  conducted. 
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
